This  Twenty-Eighth  Annual  Report  on  Employment  Security  in  Montana 
is  presented  in  accordance  with  Sections  87-120  and  87-122,  Revised  Codes  of 
Montana,  as  amended. 

In  its  twenty-eight  year  history,  the  activities  of  the  Commission  have 
developed  beyond  the  idea  of  a  simple  labor  exchange.  Today  it  is  con- 
cerned with  the  totality  of  manpower.  Additional  responsibilities  are  being 
constantly  imposed  upon  it.  These  have  to  do  with  special  services  for  veterans, 
the  handicapped,  minority  groups,  youth,  and  the  senior  citizens  in  the  labor 
force.  More  recently,  in  addition  to  responsibilities  associated  with  the  admin- 
istration of  unemployment  insurance,  the  state  and  local  offices  of  the  Com- 
mission have  become  involved  in  the  nation's  manpower  development  and 
training  programs  and  services  to  disadvantaged  youth. 

New  federal  programs,  now  only  emerging,  will  place  additional  respon- 
sibilities at  the  Commission's  doorstep,  bringing  new  challenges  and  new 
problems.  The  course  of  the  future  is  charted.  We  are  ready  for  all  the  work 
that  yet  remains  to  be  done.

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DECLARATION  OF  STATE  PUBLIC  POLICY 

The  following  statement  of  policy  constitutes  the  introductory  paragraph 
of  the  Montana  Unemployment  Compensation  Law. 


87-102.  As  a  guide  to  the  interpretation  and  application  of  this  act,  the  public 
policy  of  this  state  is  declared  to  be  as  follows:  Economic  insecurity  due  to 
unemployment  is  a  serious  menace  to  the  health,  morals,  and  welfare  of  the 
people  of  this  state.  Involuntary  unemployment  is  therefore  a  subject  of  gen- 
eral interest  and  concern  which  requires  appropriate  action  by  the  legislature 
to  prevent  its  spread  and  to  lighten  its  burden  which  now  so  often  falls  with 
crushing  force  upon  the  unemployed  worked  and  his  family.  The  achievement 
of  social  security  requires  protection  against  this  greatest  hazard  of  our  eco- 
nomic life.  This  can  be  provided  by  encouraging  employers  to  provide  more 
stable  employment  and  by  the  systematic  accumulation  of  funds  during  periods 
of  employment  to  provide  benefits  for  periods  of  unemployment,  thus  maintain- 
ing puurchasing  power  and  limiting  the  serious  social  consequences  of  poor 
relie  fassistance.  The  legislature,  therefore,  declares  that  in  its  considered  judg- 
ment the  public  good  and  the  general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  this  state 
require  the  enactment  of  this  measure  under  the  police  powers  of  the  state  for 
the  compulsory  setting  aside  of  unemployment  reserves  to  be  used  for  the 
bsnefit  of  persons  unemployed  through  no  fault  of  their  own.

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Fiscal  1964  In  Review 


Non-Farm  Employment  Sets  Records 

The  Montana  economy  stayed  on  a  sure  and 
steady  course  during  Fiscal  1964.  Previous  employ- 
ment records  fell  in  the  face  of  more  job  expansion 
during  the  seasonally  good  employment  months  of 
the  year.  The  early  spring  hiring  season  of  1964  was 
beset  by  bad  weather  until  the  first  week  in  May. 
Hiring  in  construction,  lumbering,  agriculture,  and 
other  outdoor  industries  was  delayed  by  the  unsea- 
sonable weather.  Recovery  came  quickly,  however, 
and  by  June  employment  started  to  climb  rapidly 
until  the  highest  non-farm  employment  total  ever 
achieved  in  Montana  was  recorded  during  August, 
1964.  The  average  monthly  non-farm  employment 
total  for  Fiscal  1964  was  174,400.  Employment  service 
activities  in  the  job  placement  field  and  other  serv- 
ices to  workers  and  employers  kept  pace  with  the 
expanding  employment. 

Labor  Supply  Varies 

During  Fiscal  1964,  a  total  of  49,967  jobseekers 
were  registered  for  employment  through  the  22  local 
offices  of  the  Montana  State  Employment  Service, 
down  3,670  from  Fiscal  1963.  Included  in  the  count 
were  17,819  women,  8,327  veterans,  and  3,125  handi- 
capped workers.  February  1964,  was  the  month  with 
the  highest  number  of  jobseekers  at  18,669  while  the 
low  month  was  September  1963,  with  8,466.  The 
spread  of  10,000  between  these  two  months  is  a 
normal  labor  market  occurrence  in  Montana  where 
seasonality  plays  a  big  part  in  dominating  employ- 
ment directions. 

Job  Placements  Down  Slightly 

A  total  of  66,737  workers  were  placed  in  a  variety 
of  jobs  throughout  the  state  by  local  office  employ- 
ment service  personnel,  representing  a  decline  of 
2,300  from  the  Fiscal  1963  total.  Job  placements  in 
industry  and  commerce  numbered  32,415,  while 
34,322  were  placed  in  farm  and  ranch  work.  Of  the 
non-farm  job  placements,  most  were  made  in  trade 
industries  with  8,076  hires.  Next  in  order  were  service 
industries,  5,605;  manufacturing,  4,507;  private  house- 
holds, 4,226;  construction,  3,318;  and  government, 
2,976.  The  balance  was  in  mining,  public  utilities, 
and  forestry  and  fishing  industries. 

Industrial  Wage  Total  Up  $3.5  Million 

Wages  paid  to  workers  insured  under  Montana's 
Unemployment  Compensation  Law  increased  by  $3.5 
million  from  Fiscal  1963  to  a  total  of  $537,249,407. 
Insured  wages  were  up  in  five  of  the  seven  basic 
industries  over  Fiscal  1963  while  employment  in- 
creased in  four  groups.  A  yearly  average  of  112,833 
workers  were  on  insured  payrolls  during  Fiscal  1964. 


Trade:  No.  1  Employer 

Of  the  state's  insured  employers,  the  trade  indus- 
tries, retail  and  wholesale,  employed  the  most  work- 
ers and  paid  the  most  wages.  An  average  of  41,350 
wage  earners  received  $163,440,902  in  pay  checks 
during  Fiscal  1964.  Employment  in  this  industry 
group  was  up  by  over  1,700  from  Fiscal  1963.  The 
wage  total  was  up  by  $5.8  million.  The  uptrend  is 
expected  to  continue  during  the  next  fiscal  year  as 
new  trade  centers  now  under  construction  open  for 
business. 

Manufacturing  Is  Second 

Growth  in  the  manufacturing  industry  was  mainly 
in  lumber  and  wood  products.  Employment  in  lum- 
bering operations  rose  300  during  the  fiscal  year 
for  an  average  yearly  employment  total  of  8,543 
and  wages  of  $44.3  million.  Slight  declines  in  both 
employment  and  wages  occurred  in  primary  metals. 
All  manuiacturing  industries  employed  an  average 
of  21,757  workers  and  paid  $122.2  million  in  wages. 

Construction  Payrolls  Down 

Reflecting  the  completion  of  construciton  activities 
at  missile  sites  in  nortn  cenirai  Montana,  payrolls 
ot  construction  contractors  dropped  by  $/.l  million 
in  riscal  lb64.  An  average  oi  1 1,701  workers  re- 
ceived $75.4  million  in  wages  during  Fiscal  1964. 
Major  projects  included  interstate  nignway  construc- 
tion, i  enowtail  Dam,  expansion  ot  taciniies  at  tne 
Columbia  Fails  aluminum  plant,  oil  reiinery  expan- 
sion ai  DiUmgs  ana  Laurel,  additions  to  lumper  plant 
facilities  in  tne  western  section  of  tne  state,  among 
omeis.  Butte  s  new  multi-million  dollar  copper  con- 
centrator was  completed  in  March  lyb4.  As  tne  fiscal 
year  ended  work  was  in  progress  on  a  variety  of 
new  building  including  shopping  centers,  motels, 
scnools,  hospitals,  retirement  homes,  college  dormi- 
tories, commercial  and  industrial  firms,  and  residen- 
tial units  tnrougnout  tne  scate. 

Mining  Payrolls  Up  $2.1  Million 

Gains  of  $3.1  million  in  metal  mining  payrolls  and 
$725,000  in  quarrying  and  non-metallic  operations 
overpowered  wage  declines  of  $1.7  million  in  the 
petroleum  industry  and  $13,000  in  coal  mining  for 
a  wage  gain  of  $2.1  for  the  mining  industry  as  a 
whole  during  Fiscal  1964.  Optimistic  trends  have 
covered  the  metal  mining  industry  during  the  past 
fiscal  year.  The  negotiation  of  a  three  year  labor 
contract  between  the  major  Butte  employer  and  the 
Miner's  Union  without  a  work  stoppage  this  year 
augurs  well  for  the  future  economic  climate  of  Butte. 
Coal  mining  operations  at  Roundup  and  Red  Lodge 
have  yet  to  find  ways  and  means  of  overcoming  the 
long  term  decline  in  this  industry. 
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Other  Groups  Show  Gains 

Two  other  industries  also  recorded  employment 
and  wage  gains  over  Fiscal  1963.  Workers  in  the 
transportation,  communications  and  public  utilities 
industry  group  received  $54  million  in  wages,  up 
$1.7  million  during  Fiscal  1964.  Wages  paid  by  fi- 
nance, insurance  and  real  estate  firms  also  advanced 
by  $1.7  million  over  Fiscal  1963  to  a  total  of  $30.9 
million. 

State's  Labor  Force  276,300 

Montana's  labor  force  as  of  July  1964  was  esti- 
mated at  276,300.  This  figure  includes  wage  earners, 
working  employers,  self  employed,  and  unemployed 
in  all  major  industries  and  agriculture.  Digest  of  the 
July  1964  estimate  compared  with  July  1963  is  listed 
below:

After  net  benefit  payments  of  $7,359,650  to  eligible, 


unemployed  workers  during  Fiscal  1964,  the  balance 
in  the  Unemployment  Compensation  Trust  Fund 
stood  at  $18,644,971  when  the  fiscal  year  ended  on 
June  30,  1964.  Employer  contributions  to  the  UCC 
Trust  Fund  totaled  $5,225,657.  Interest  earned  by  the 
fund  amounted  to  $664,090. 

Claims  Exceed  Fiscal  1963 

The  number  of  payments  under  the  state  UCC 
program  increased  by  16,000  during  Fiscal  1964  to  a 
total  of  237,599.  The  average  weekly  benefit  amount 
was  $31.20  compared  with  $30.90  during  Fiscal  1963. 
A  total  of  19,917  benefit  claimants  received  the  first 
benefit  check,  while  5,250  received  the  maximum 
entitlement.  The  heaviest  demand  on  the  fund  oc- 
curred in  March  when  $1,176,896  in  UCC  benefit 
checks  were  written.  Benefit  payments  in  January 
and  February  both  registered  slightly  over  $1  million. 

Benefit  payments  under  two  federal  programs  ad- 
ministered by  the  Commission  also  showed  increases 
over  Fiscal  1963.  These  payments  are  made  from 
federal  monies  and  not  from  the  Montana  UCC  Trust 
Fund.  Unemployed  federal  civilian  workers  received 
$628,406  in  benefits  during  Fiscal  1964,  an  increase 
of  $277,000  over  Fiscal  1963.  The  higher  total  this 
fiscal  year  is  due  almost  entirely  to  the  completion 
of  federal  work  projects  in  the  state.  Benefit  pay- 
ments to  unemployed  ex-servicemen  increased  by 
$44,500  to  a  total  of  $339,407.
